REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made 
of record does not disclose "the first and second mating parts of the first and second 
main body sections being configured and arranged to be divided along an airflow 
direction of the air intake passage with a gas passage being formed by the first and 
second mating parts in the airflow direction of the air intake passage and the gas 
passage opening into a downstream portion of the air intake passage to supply a 
secondary additive gas."
